CHABACTEBIST1CS OF DREAMS. 


IFrom Illusions, by jtmei Sully.] ,.

I will give a simple illustration ol this 


lyrical type of dream. 
A little girl of 


about four years and three-quarters went 
with her parents to Switzerland. 
On her 


way she was takeu to the cathedral of 
Strastmrg, and saw the celebrated clock 
strike, and tho figures of the apostles, etc. 
In Switzerland she stayed at Gimmel- 
wnld, near Murren, opposite a fine mass 
of snowy mountains. 


One morning she told her father she 


had had- "such a lovely dream." She 
fancied she was ou the snow-peaks with 
her nurse, and walked on to the sky. 
There came out of the sky "mich beauti- 
ful things," just like the figures of the 
clock. This vision of celestial things was 
clearly due to the fact that both the 
clock and the snow-peaks touching the 
blue sky had powerfully excited her im- 
agination, fll liug her with much the same 
kind of emotion, namely, wonder, admira- 
tion, and longing to reach an inaccessible 
height. 


Our feelings commonly have a grad- 


ual rise and fall, and the organic sensa- 
tions which so often constitute the emo- 
tional basis of our lyrical dreams gener- 
ally have stages of increasing intensity. 
Moreover, such a persistent ground feel- 
iug becomes reinforced by the images 
which it 
sustains in 
consciousness. 


Hence, a certain crescendo character in 
our emotional dreams, or a gradual rise 
to some culminating point or climax. 
This phase of dream can be illustrated 
from the experience of the same little

about 00 of the very deficient. 


From the report of United States 


Bureau of Education for 1872, we take 
the following: 
"One-third of all criminals are totally 


uneducated, and four-fifths are practical- 
ly uneducated. 
The 
proportion of 


criminals from the illiterate classes is at 
least ten fold as great as the proportion 
from those having some education. Six- 


result in ty per cent, of the paupers in the United 


are totally ignorant, and about 
;i per cent, of illiterates arc pau- 
Iu others words, the proportion of 


paupers among the Mliterate is sixteen 
times as great as among those of common 
education." 


According to Dr. Jarvis, of Massachu- 


setts, an important relation exists be- 
tween education and health. 
Dividing 


the marriages for a given period in Eng- 
land into classes, in the first of which 
from 20 to 30 per cent, of the women 
were illiterate, and in the second from 
CO to 70 per cent, he found that 14.65 
per cent, of the children born in tho 
first class died under one year of age, 
aud 24.87 per cent, of those in the sec- 
ond. What greater argument can be 
offered for the recognition of the right 
and duty of the state to provide for pub- 
lic education?

How Milk in'Coudcincil. 


(Elgin Leader.) 


Though living in a town where more 


ha ! than one-fourth of the condensed milk 


used throughout the world U made, very 
few people here understand anything of 
the principle upon which milk is con- 
densed. 'The Scientific American of a 
recent date gives the following about 
the process: 


"When the milk is brought into the 


factory it is carefully strained, placed in 
cansorpaile, which are put into a tank 
of water kept hot by steam coils. When 
hot it is transferred to larger steam- 
heated open vessels and quickly brought 
to a boil. This preliminary heating and 
boiling has for its object the expulsion 
of the gases of the milk, which would 
cause it to foam in the vacuum-pan, and 
also to add to the keeping quality of t)ic 
milk by destroying the mold germs. 


A second straining follows, after which 


the milk is transferred to a vacuum-pan, 
where,at a temperature below 160 degrees 
Farenheit, it boils and is rapidly con- 
centrated to any degree desired. 


'The vacuum-pan employed is a close 


vessel of copper, eKg-shaped, about six feet 
high and four and one-half feet in dianie- 


j ter. It is heated by steam coils within, 


I and by a steam jacket-without—enclos- 


I ing the lower portion. 
In one side of the 


dome is a. small window, through which 
gas illuminates the interior while on the 
opposite side is an eye-glass, through 
which the condition .of the contents may 
be observed. 


The pan is also provided with a vacu- 


um gauge and test sticks. Much of the 
milk used in cities is simply concen- 
trated without any addition of sugar. 
The process of concentration is continued 
iu the vacuum-pan until one gallon of 
milk has been reduced to a little less 
than a quart—one volume of condensed 
milk corresponding to about four and 
three-tenths volumes of milk. 


Condensed milk intended to b« pre- 


served for any length of time has an ad- 
dition of pure cane-sugar made to it dur- 
ing tlta bailing, and is usually put up in 
sealed caui. 
This sugared or 'pre- 


served' injlk, when properly prepared, 
will keep inimy years."
